The Anti-Saloon League reported ex-
yenditures of only $2,%9, but Wayne L.
Wheeler, general counsel of the organi-
gntlon, made it clear that this expensa
was incurred simply in the national
earnprign. It in not & secret that the
Anti-Saloon League, working locally, ay
it does everywhere, la spending sums
far in excess of thosa reported.
The Anti-Saloon League report,
thermore, omits items that are inc

expense of organizers, but the Anti-
Saloon League gives nothing of the
sort, The items are for llterature al-
most exclusively and for postage anl
cartage.

In filing the report Mr. Wheeler pro-
dested that the Antl-Saloon League
#hould not be required to make a state-
ment of its recelpts and expendltures,
The resson was that ¢the organizatioa
was educational, sclentific and charit-
able and not political in the sense of the
polltical parties, although the report
£ives the names of nominees to whom
ald = being given in elghty districts,

In Ilinols the league l& actlve in the
Third and Seventeenth districts, in the
Fifth district of Indlana, Fourth dis-
trict of Iowa, the Wifth, Sevemth and
Eighth distriets of Minnesotn; In New
Jersey in the Third, Fourth and Eighth
districta; in Ohla in 2he Third, Fourth,
Sixth, Righth, Ninth, Tenth, Thirteenth,
Seventeenth, Nineteenth anid Twentleth,
in Oklahoma In the Bixth district, in
Pennsaylvanin the Tenth, Eleventh,
Twelfth, Hixteenth, Seventeenth, Twen-
rleth, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-elghth,
Thirtleth and Thirty-first districts; in
Louislana in every one of the eight dis-
tricts; In Massachusetts in all sixteed
districts, and in Missourl ln all the =ix-
teen distriots,

The league reported recelpts of §3,760
tn seven contributions: 8. 8, Kresge, De-
troit, gave $1,000; A, % Blair, Ports-
mouth, Ohio; Ttobert Young, Columbus;
Alex Nefl, Neffs, Ohlo; D. . Boyd,
Gallon, Mile, and Samuel Dunlap, Cir-

cleville, Ohlo, ench gave §500. Summoer-
fiald Baldwin, Baltlmore, gave $250,

The fNylng squadron reported receipt
of $56,711 In contributions of less than
5100 each, Of this sum, $37,737 was re-
ceived 1n cash, the rest belng unpaid
pledgos. The organization spent $47.-
#22 for pubile meetings In the Mliddle
West and South, the money being used
for malaries and expenses of speakers,
nLiall rent and advertising.

A third orgunization Interested In pro-
hibition made a report—the Natlonal
Prohibition Committee, successzor to the
Natlonal Prohibition party. The treas-
urer, H, P. Farrls, reported receipts and
expenditures of less than $300, but sald
momebody else had the books and he
would be unable to glve detalls on where
the money went, .

‘The Associntion Opposed to the Drohl-
Ditlon Amendment intends to file & re-
port, but so far it has not reached the
clerk of the House.

Californta Petroleum, the first on par-
tinl payments and the second on mar-
gin The telephone stock was deposited
merely ag security for future peyments,
I'r.

Wheelock asked that his account be
cloged out. This was not done, he says,
and he has never been able to recover
